This  Regional  Depot  established  at  the  Ebbisham  Garage, 
Dorking  Road,  Epsom,  on  the  4th  September,  1939;  continued  in 
use  during  1941?  v/hen  203  visits  were  made  by  one  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection. 
Approximately  250-  tons  of  imported  and  home  killed  meat 
(including  corned  beef)  pass  through  the  Depot  each  week. 


Since  the  meat  sent  to  and  distributed  from  the  Meat 
Depot  is  the  property  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood  as  Agent  for  the 
Crown,  it  cannot  technically  be  ‘'condemned”  but  the  following 
table  shows  the  amount  of  meat  and  offal  found  on  inspection 
to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  In  accordance  with 
Government  Circulars,  wherever  possible,  arrangements^ we.re 
made  for  the  disposal  of  condemned  meat  to  approved ’Salvage 
Merchants.  In  other  cases,  the  meat  was  destroyed  at  the

FACTORIES . 

One  hundred  and  eleven  inspections  and  re- inspections 
were  made  during  the  year  to  44  factories  with  mechanical  power 
and  10  factories  without  mechanical  power. 

The  general  sanitary  conditions  found  were  satisfactory 
but  the  following  is  a summary  of  defects  and  infringements 
discovered.  In  most  cases  the  matters  were  attended  to  after 
verbal  Notice,  but  written  Notice  was  necessary  in  8 instances.

Table  V.  shows  the  total  of  the  various  infectious 
diseases  notified  during  19Uls.  classified  according  to  age, 
together  with  the  number  of  cases  removed  to  isolation 
hospital,  and  the  number  of  deaths,  if  any,  from  each  disease# 
Table  VI.  shows  the  number  of  cases  notified  from  the 
Surrey  County  Hospital,  the  London  County  Council  hospitals, 
and  Horton  Emergency  Hospital.  Comparison  of  Table  V.  and 
Table  VI.  indicates  that  the  presence  of  these  institutions 
has  a considerable  effect  on  the  incidence  of  certain 
infectious  diseases# 

Smallpox.  No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year#  No 
primary  vaccination  or  re-vaccination  was  performed  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox 
Prevention)  Regulations,  1917* 

Scarlet  Fever.  The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  showed  an 
appreciable  decrease  again  in  the  year  19U1  when  forty-six  cases 
were  notified  as  against  eighty-four  for  the  previous  year#  The 
case-rate  per  thousand  population  was  0.7U  compared  with  1#47 
for  England  & V/ales  as  a whole#  Fourteen  cases  were  allowed  to 
be  home  nursed  after  home  and  nursing  facilities  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory,  this  being  equivalent  to  30%  of  the  cases 
notified.  The  remaining  thirty-two  cases  were  all  admitted  to 
isolation  hospital  for  treatment. 

Diphtheria#  Fifteen  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during 
the  year  19U1  as  against  six  for  the  year  1940.  The  case-rate 
per  thousand  population  was  0#24  as  against  1.25  for  England 
& Wales  as  a whole.  All  cases  were  admitted  to  isolation 
hospital  for  treatment.  Five  other  cases  were  admitted  to 
isolation  hospital  as  suspected  diphtheria  cases  in  which  the 
diagnosis  was  not  confirmed#  Of  the  positive  cases  of 
diphtheria  notified,  five  were  from  Horton  Emergency  Hospital# 

On  enquiry  it  was  found  that  none  of  the  children  under  the  age 
of  fifteen  years  notified  as  suffering  from  Diphtheria 
permanently  resident  in  the  Borough  had  received  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  treatment# 

Diphtheria  Immunisation#  During  the  year  1941  u very  extensive 
publicity  campaign  was  carried  out  in  the  Borough  with  the 
gratifying  result  that  2,354  children  between  the  age  of  one 
year  and  fifteen  years  completed  treatment  under  the  Council’s 
scheme,  and  rather  more  than  300  children  received  treatment 
from  their  private  practitioners. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia,  The  twenty-five  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
notified  gave  a case-rate  of  32.09  per  thousand  live  and  still 
births,  compared  with  11 #91  for  England  db  Wales  as  a whole. 

This  apparently  high  rate  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that 
nineteen  notifications  were  received  from  institutions  of  which 
fourteen  related  to  persons  resident  outside  the  Borough. 

One  case  of  death  was  registered  as  being  duo  to  Puerperal 
Infection  giving  a death  rate  of  1.28  per  thousand  live  and 
still  births  compared  with  the  rate  of  0#48  for  England  & Wales 
as  a whole.

TUBERCULOSIS 


Particulars  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  which 
came  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
during  the  year  are  set  out  in  the  following  Table 
together  with  an  analysis  of  the  deaths  in  the  area  from 
the  disease  during  the  same  period.  The  new  cases 
include,  in  addition  to  those  officially  notified,  twenty 
two  patients  who  camo  into  the  district  from  other 
districts  in  which  they  had  already  been  notified,  and  sight 
persons  who  died  from  tuberculosis  without  previous 
notification.  Unnotified  tuberculosis  deaths  thereford 
constitute  approximately  20^  of  the  total  tuberculosis 
deaths. 


Thirty-nine  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
representing  an  annual  death  rate  of  0.63  per  thousand 
population.  Two  deaths  were  caused  by  non- pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  representing  a death  rate  of  0.03  per 
thousand  population.  The  two  combined  give  a total  death 
rate  for  the  district  of  0.66  per  thousand  population 
compared  with  the  (provisional)  death  rate  of  0.75  for 
England  and  ^/7ales  as  a whole. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925?  nor  under 
Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.
